SUN LINE has become Texas’ own cruise link with 
seven cruises from Galveston during this winter. 
The New York City-based firm has tailored its 
cruise service, cruise itineraries and activities to 
appeal specifically to those who reside in Texas and 
the Southwest. 
‘‘Sun Line’s expansion program in Galveston is 
the result of the positive responce the Stella Solaris’ 
specialized cruise program has elicited from the 
people in the Southwest,” said Jean Claude Potier, 
general m anager and chief executive officer of S-n 
Line Cruises in the W estern Hemisphere. 
“ We have undertaken an extensive research 
program with both the consum ers and travel agents 
in the Southwest to bring forth a program of cruises 
that meet the needs and desires of the a re a ,” Potier 
said. 
Sun Line has added a new flagship for its 
Galveston cruises, the Stella Solaris. 
Jointly owned by Alex Keusseoglou and M arriott 
Corp., the Stella Solaris offers oversized public 
rooms and staterooms. 
The ship of Greek registry m ade its maiden 
voyage in 1973. 
The Stella Solaris is one of the few m odern cruise 
ships with the classic feature of an open prom enade 
deck completely around the ship. 
It has 24,000 square feet of deck space, two large 
swimming pools, big picture windows and window 
walls which give breath-taking views of the sea and 
sunset. 


Of the 300 stateroom s, 110 have sitting rooms and 
56 are suites or deluxe stateroom s. 
During the winter 1977/78 season, the cruises 
from the Port of Galveston vary in duration from 
seven to 16 days. 
The season will begin Dec. ‘20 with a 14-day 
cruise from Galveston to San Juan; the French and 
Dutch island of St. M aarten; St. Croix; Santo 
Domingo; Montego Bay; Grand Cayman, and Playa 
del Carmen. Rates are from $1,245 to $2,260 per 
person, double occupancy. 
This will be followed by an eight-day Jam aican / 
Mayan cruise to Montego Bay, Grand Cayman, 
Playa del Carmen and Cozumel, just off Yucatan. 
Rates are from $685 to $1,250, double occupancy. 
From Jan. 11 to Jan . 22, the ship will be under 
charter. 
On Jan. 22, a seven-day cruise will sail for 
Montego Bay, Grand Cayman and Cozumel. Rates 
begin at $600, 
The Stella Solaris will make two 12-day cruises to 
the west Caribbean departing Jan. 29 and Feb. 26 
from Galveston to Montego Bay, Aruba, Cartagena, 
Cristobal, San Andres, Grand Cayman and Playa 
del Carmen. Prices start at $1,030. 
A 16-day cruise will include crossing the Panam a 
Canal twice, sailing from Cristobal in the Atlantic, 
to Balboa in the Pacific and returning the next day. 
This cruise begins on Feb. 10 and includes stops at 
San Ju an , St. Thom as, G uadeloupe, G renada,
